THE STARTLING ALLEGATION MADE BY

Charles Golsch of 1514 North Broadway, the 
husband of Blanch Seits, keeper of an 
immoral resort at 2108 Chestnut street, who 
was arrested on Tuesday night on suspicion 
ot keeping her two small children in the 
Chestnut street house with her, called at the 
Four Court s this morning and made a start- 
ling charge concerning his wife’s connection 
with the Menkhausen poisoning case, Dut as 
yet has failed to produce his proof. 

He is only 22 years old and says that his 
father, August Golsch, is a well-to-do resi- 
dent ef Belleville, owning a farm of 100 acres 
of land ten south of that town and also 
owning p ty in Belleville. There are 
three children. The two older, a sister and 
brother, are married and live in Belleville. 
Young Golsch says that his wife’s statement 
that they were married Dec. 21 lastis true, 
but that the rest of her story published yes- 
terday isnot. He met her, he states, last 
October when he moved from the country to 
Belleville with his parents. They went to 
live mext door to the woman, whom 
he afterwards married. she was 
then known as Mrs. Lewis, and 


followed dressmaking. she came to Belle- 
ville abouta year ago, Golsch states, witha 
man named Charles Lewis, to whom, she 
stuted, she was married. Lewis worked in 
the powder mille, and left his wife moe 
after they arrived in Belleville. Golsc 

stated that he became infatuated with the 
woman without knowing much about her, 
and came with her over to st. Louis and got 


married by a Justice of the Peace.

HE SAYS THAT THE BARONESS 18 
HOT WORKING FOR A LIVING. 


He Was Disappointed in the Amount of 
Her Fortune, He Admits, But Says 
That She Still Has the Greater Part of 
It—His Statement. 


C. B. Reed was avery angry man to-day. 
A story was published yesterday to the effect 
that Mrs. C. B. Reed, who prior to her mar- 
riage was the Baroness de Hodiament de 
Neau, had deen totally deserted by her hus- 
band after being stripped by him of all her 
wealth and that she was now earning her 
living by working ina Cincinnati hospital at 
Sladay,in such a condition of health that 
she was not expected to live long. 

Reed was seen this morning dy a Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter, and if there is a madder 
man in town it would de difficult to nnd him. 
With trembling ups, pale face and eyes 
bloodshot withanger he denounced the story 
relative to his wife’s present condition as 
an infgmous lie and branded many of the 
statements concerning his own career in this 
city as maliciously false. 

‘*‘When I read that story yesterday, he 
said, ‘‘I was dumfounded ac its falsetiess. 
It is totally without foundation. My wife is 
now in Madison, Ind., living with my moth- 
er. Ireceived a letter from her less than a 
week ago. lam constantly sending ber money 


as she needs it. She has a good home ané all 
that money can dur for her. I cannot con- 
ceive how anyone could be go cruel as to de- 
lipberately start a story that she was barely 
earning a living by working ina hospital for 
the pitiful sum of fia day, she herself being 
almost ready to die. It is more lafamous 
than I can tell yon. . 

In that articie 1 am held up as a man 
without one redeeming feature, who delib- 
erately robbed my’wife of every dollar she 
had and then left her to starve to death. Let 
me tell you a little something of whol am.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.— An are 
ment probably will be reached soon dy the 
conferrees on the immigration bill, which 
was first drawn by Representative W. A. 
Stone of Pennsylvania and passed upon by 
the House, providing for consular inspection 
abroad for which Senator Hm's provisions 
to exclude Anarchists were substituted. 

The agreement in sight is one for consular 
inspection and Senator Hili’s plan to exclude 


Anarchists. The House conferrees approve 
of Senator Hin's measure, but do not want it 
as a substitute forthe Stone Dill. They are 
willing to pass the Hill measure in the House 
as a separate bill this session if they can, if 
in consideration for this work the Stone Dill 
be brought before the Senate next session as 
an independent Measure to be discussed on 
its merits. Such an agreement is said by 
conferrees to be probable.

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16.—At a special 
meeting ofthe directors ofthe Washington 
Board of Trade on the subject of the conven- 
tion to be held at Washington Thursday and

HIS ROOM FULL OF GAS WHEN HB Was 
DISCOVERED,

In 1889 he resigned to becomecbairman ol 
the Interstate Commerce Railway Associa- 
tion and later accepted the chairmanship of 
the Western Trafic Association. 

Immediately after the appointment of 
Mr. Walker, Judge Caldwell left for St. Paul, 
where the order for the appointment of the 
receiver will be entered. Mr. Reinhart’s 
resignation will be accepted immediately on 
the entering of the order.

IT WAS LIQUOR. 


Dixon’s Attempt to Drown 
Himself Last Night.

Harry Dixon, a dry goods clerk at Barr’s 


Yellow Sea on Aug. 10, in which it is said 
several Chinese warships were gunk, are 
not confirmed by the latest 416 
patches from Shanghai and Yokohama. 
The ships engaged on the Chinese side are 
supposed to be those of the Pie Yang quad - 
ron, which assisted in repulsing the recent 
attacks on Wal-Hali-Wel and Port Arthur. 

It wes announced two days ago from 
Shanghai that the ships of this squadron had 
left the coast of the Shan-Tung promontory 
in the vicinity of Chee-Foo and Wai-Hali- 
Weil, and it was surmised that their mission 
was to intercept and destroy transports con- 
veying Japanese troops to Corea. 

It is inferred att e Japanese legation here 
that it was while on this cruise the naval dat 
tle reported from Yokohama took place. It 
is known that the Japanese troop transports 
were convoyed by warships. This is the 
first offensive movement of the Chinese fleet, 
and it seems to have resulted In great disas- 
ter. 

The Chinese are guarding against a move- 
ment on Peking. Entrance to the Pel-Hoat 
Taku is carefully guarded. It is announced 
that war ships fying any flag which attempt 
to cross the Taku bar will be fired on unless 
their intended arrival has previously been 
notified to the officersin command at the 
fort. 


REVISING TREATIES WITH JAPA. 
YOKOHAMA, Aug. 16.— A notice has been 1s 
sued to the effect that revision of the treaties 
between Japan and the foreign powers be 
taken in hand forthwith. The essential
